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RETURNED.—It was our pleasure on 
Saturday evening last to meet with the 
Rev. Daniel McGilvery and family who 


were on board the train of the Raleigh 
& Augusta Air Line Railroad returning 
to their old home, Harnett county, 
from along sojourn in Siam, as a mis- 
sionary to that remote region, whither 
be has been since 1858. 

Mr. McGilvery was ordained asa 
Presbyterian minister in the town of 
Pittsboro in the year 1857 by the Pres- 
bytery of Orange. In 1858 he was ap- 
pointed a missionary by the General 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign missions 
and sent to Siam, the Capital of which 
Kingdom he arrived at in December of 
the same year. At Bangtock, the Cap- 
ital he remained long enough to master 
the language of the country, when he 
Was Sent in connexion with Rev. Mr, 
McFarland of the same denomination 
to Pethchaburi, farther North in the 
Siam Kingdom. He remained at this 
point seven years. Reinforcements of 
missionaries coming in he gave up 
his charge at Petchaburi and with 
the Rev. Mr. Wilson, went up four 
bundred miles farther North into what 
is known as the Laos‘county, and estab- 
lished a new mission. 

The Laos are the same race of people 
as the Siamese but speak a different 
tongue. He located at Chiangmai. the 
pinciple town of the Laos country, and 
was here six years before his departure 
to this country. 

Mr. McGilvery married in Siam a 
Miss Bradley, daughter of Rev. Dr. 
Bradley, one of the first missionaries to 
that country, baving gone there in 1826. 
Mrs. McGilvery, though a native of 
Siam, is of American parent ge and res 
ceived a part of her education in this 
State. She left bere twenty-four years 
ago. 

The journey to this country commen- 
ced on the 2nd day of January and 
ended July 12th. The journey from 
Chiangmai to Bangtock was pertormed 
mostly by elephant transportation, the 
rest on native boats. After arriving ai 
the Sues caval the most diflicult part of 
the journey was accampiished. Fifteen 
buodred dollars paid the expenses of 
his journey (himself, wife and four 
small children) to Weldon. Mr. McGil- | 
very will return to Siam in about twelve 
months. He has a brother living near 
Jonesboro, with a large number ot rela- 
tives in Harnett and Moore counties. 
Mrs. McG’s relatives live in the north- 
ern States.

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 
SUNDAY NIGHT’S TELEGRAMS. 
The Stoddard Murder. 

New York, July 13.—The Coroner’s 
jury convict Lizzie Lloyd King of 
Stoddard’s murder. The jury accom- 
pany their verdict with some general 
remarks asserting it to be their con- 
viction that a Coroner’s jury as an insti- 
tution for the discovery of crime or de- 
tection of criminals has outlived the 
period of necessity or usefulness, 
and believed its place can efleetually 
supplied by some legaliy designated 
criminal or healtl authorities or both 
combined. A Coro’ner’s jury is more 
more liable to aid in the escape of the 
prisoner than to resuitin his diseovery 
and detection. It is also urged that 
while the present system exists the body 
should be inspected by the Coroner’s ja- 
ry as soon as possible after the discovery, 
and the post mortem cxamination fol 
low, not precede such inspection. In an- 
swer to the usual questions from the Cor- 
ners, the prisoner said her name was 
Lizzie Lloyd King, that she was 26 
years of age and declines to answer 
questions regarding the murder.

He wanted 
to know by what casuisty English 
Clergymen holding such doctrines 
related their positions in the church. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury said 
the noble lord had stated asa question 
of facility, it was no wander that popu- 
ular feeling was working up on this 
subject; there was good cause for alarm. 
The power of bishops to remedy abuses 
should be increased.

A New Rifle Invented. 


The Kansas City Times of Friday 
says: “We were shown last night a 
weapon which is a triumphant trophy 
of the inventive genius of Kansas City, 
and which surpasses anything we have 
ever seen in armory or on batt!e-plain. 
It surpasses the famed needle- of 
Prussia, and throws the Minie and 
Henry rifles and the French Chassepot 
entirely in the shade.
